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Claims 5-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticpated by Hinds, clearly 
anticipated. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hopkins, Jr.. 

Hopkins discloses a device comprising an elastic strap, handles a first tubular 
section 24 and second and third sections (28) as broadly claim. The examiner notes 
that applicant discloses that these elements may be manufactured of flexible material of 
soft plastic, which would lead one of ordinary skill in the art to the conclusion that it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to manufacture these 
components of foam rubber or rubbersized foam. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hinds in view of Donohue. 

Hinds discloses a device comprising a resilient tube two handles and padding in 
the form of tubing. 

Hinds does not disclose his device as including a waist belt having padding and a 
buckle means. 
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Donohue however teaches mounting an exercise device having handles to a 
person using a belt means. 

Given the above teaching the examiner notes that it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to include a waist belt having buckle means as part of the 
invention of Hinds for the purposed of securing the device to the user. 

The examiner notes that to include non-slip material on an inner surface of an 
exercise device is known and obvious for the purpose of limiting slippage of the device 
while in use. 

As to the device include means for connecting a handle to the waist belt, the 
examiner is reading the claims so broad so as to read on the means being as part of the 
handle and/or a part of the belt. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
